Though the Oregon grouse Is equally In demand for the table 
with Its Eastern relative, and Is perhaps the most sought after of 
all birds of the region It InhablU to which the adjective game la 
prefixed. It has not as yet, except In the Immediate vicinity of 
towns, materially decreased In numbers, owing to the fact that 
the extreme Northwestern states and provinces have been but 
comparatively recently opened to the settler, and that there la 
still a thick belt of dense forest for these birds to fall back upon, 
and breed In, while the predacious animals which moat molest 
them have ever been comparatively few In number, and those few, 
being mostly fur-bearliig, are being rapidly extirpated. Indeed, 
are utterly extinct In many localities. Moreover, the birds are 
quite prolific, raising broods of from fifteen to twenty, and some¬ 
times a second the same season, that frequently numbers ten or 
twelve.

Should he lake to a tree In Autumn, when the leaves 
have fallen, keep quiet, but use your eyes well. Away up, on a 
branch half way to the top, you may, perhaps. If your eyes are 
keen, discern a broken limb or knot running up to a peak. It 
Is perfectly motionless, or moves and sways only with the tree 
Itself. That's your bird! but unless you are well posted and 
sharp of vision, you will probablv see him half a dozen times be¬ 
fore recognizing his Identity, so closely does he resemble a knot, 
even to the very crook. If you wait too long, or stir about too 
much, vou will find your knot has silently taken wing, or If you 
are too deliberate In your examination, the bird takes an alarm 
and Is off like a shot, giving scarcely a chance to shoot the gun 
ere ho Is out of sight or range.

Nldlflcatlon begins early In April or May, and differs little from 
others of the genus. In June the hen Is found with her brood, 
which Is then able to fly,—In fact,they are supposed to be comt»- 
tent to perform this act twenty-four hours after leaving the shell. 
The female proves a faithful mother, being, like the ruffed grouse, 
ever willing to sacrifice herself to the welfare of her offspring. 
She will face a fox or dog without hesitation In their defense, and 
Is BO adroit In her plans and movements as to usually escape per¬ 
sonal Injury. Let a brood be Intrudedjipon suddenly In the woods, 
and she at once rushes to their rescue, advancing defiantly to 
within a yard of the Interloper, almost to his very feet,aDd strives 
to occupy his attention until her young have hidden themselves 
safely away ; and sometimes will fairly fly In his face, so great Is 
her courage.

TbeBreckenrldge Stakes was rather a dlsappolut- 
ment to tbe number of etartere. Duke of Magenta, Danlcbeff and 
Hpartlan only came to tbe front, though there were 48 aomlnatlons. 

Of coarse tbe Duke waa tbe favorite, and hesustaloed his well-earned 
reputation by wIddIdk with the greatest ease. Tbe baodlcop purse 
bad seven to start, ana Belie waa tbe favorite over tbe field.

In reference to the resolution at the meeting of fish cul- 
turisU on the let of May of last year-circular No. 3, page id— 
we herewith express the wish that in the different places wheK 
salmon are caught, the possibility of taking their eggs may be 
considered. 

Vfe arc ready to make such endeavors remunerative by buying 
egga, but would like to receive early communications as to the In¬ 
tentions and prospects. u as. 

Besides the nearly two mtllloDB of salmon eggs which we dis¬ 
tributed last Winter, about 900,000 Cmaranen (oregynius amraiui 
Blouu.) and felcbeu (C.ieurfiii-iniii) eggs were disposed of by us. 

Our next circular will give a statement of the results of this 
distributlou. 

Having now Acquired more experience in transporting and 
breeding of coregoims, we hope for still more favorable results next 
season, and an Increased hatching of these^precious salmonoida. 

We herewith request from our respected fellow-workers, before 
the 15th of September of this year, offers for the allotment of 
coregonua eggs. From a circular-letter of last year we teg leave 
to repeat the following: As In receiving the eggs of the Rhine 
salmon it was, and Is, our condition that, the fry are at our dis¬ 
posal for distribution in the public waters; we deem It our duty 
to make the following conditions In regard to coregonus and 
blaufelchen (blue felchcn), ns well aa Madue maranen (the mar- 
anen from Lake Madue), which thrive only In very deep lakes—a . 
depth of about one hundred feet Beetns to be the iniuimurn at 
which they thrive- 

The fish breeding establlshracnU which receive coregonus eggs 
from us arc requested, therefore, to get the fish onlv for lakes 
of the depth mentioned. We shall, In distributing them, send 
them only to those establishments which name In their offers ap¬ 
propriate lakes, not too far distant from them, let us say to be 
reached In about half a day's Journey. We hope that where 
such lakes belongs to one or more private persons, those 
who are Interested will afford us a little contribution for defray¬ 
ing the expense of collecting the eggs, and to the brewing es- 
tabliBbcoent a proper consideration for the labor of hatc-ilng. 
Which, however, we should like to see fixed as low as possible. If 
the lakes are public property we will, if desired, endesvor to get 
a similar Indemnification from the proper authorities. 

The maranen and Felchen are so much like one another that 
we hardly know which Is the moat desirable fish to propagate, 
and BO far as the hoped for offers of our German breeders tor 
gratuitous breeding of these coregonl refer to cither kind we 
shall endeavor to respond to them as far as poMlhle.yet one 
source of supply must compensate for the other. We have made 
preliminary contracts for about nine hundred thousand eggs of 
the former. Felchen egga can be had In the Bodensee (Lake 
Constance) In nnllmited numbers. 

It would afford us great pleasure If the Californian breeding 
trough, 08 manufactured by M. voo dem Borne and described In 
circular No. 1 of this year, and which Is highly praised by our 
most experienced breeders, should be the occasion of the estab¬ 
lishment of many new small breeding places for local Bupply- 
Where the geographical location so Indicates we will willingly 
supply, very cheap or gratis, eggs of either salmon or coregonl 

for work with such trough. .i i.a 

Herr von dem Borne thinks these troughs, which his tinsmith 
furnishes for nine marks ($1.25), large enough ta breed therein 
from ten to fifteen thousand coregonl. Let near every water¬ 
mill, and wherever water-power serves as a motive for manufac¬ 
tories, some of Herr von dem Borne's boxes be put as an aton^ 
ment for the Injuries which water-powers have done to the flsh- 

'"^But even where such natural water-power Is not at hand. It might 
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be profitable to make trials with his breeding troughs in the 
breeding of Felchen and maranen. 

It apueare from a number of obeervatlons made at Hunengen 
and Bernenchen, that for the breeding of coregonus eggs a much 
leas frequent renewal of the water Is necessary than In the case 
of the salmon and trout. 

Mr. Meyer, In his book “The Practical I' lsh Breeder,” reports, 
page 96, that Dlrei'tor Haack let the water fall by drops only Into 
the apartments where the felchen eggs were placed. It might 
tbereforc be flufllcleut to connect Herr von dem Boroe’fl breodiug 
trough for coregonua with the water pipe Id ® room which la 
free from frost, or, to put above the aame, a little cask which 
might easily be filled by a pump dally. It Is expected that In our 
next circular, by the kindness of Herr von dem Borne, will appey 
a synopsis of all the experiments made last Winter tu the breed¬ 
ing of corregonuB, and at the same time an abundance of useful 
advice for the future. If we should succeed In breeding the cor- 
regonus In this way It may be safe to place them Into the lakes 
Immediately (If some arrangement (or their keeping during the 
embryonic period cannot be made). They are, as la well known, 
when first hatched much more mobile and therefore much more 
able to hide than the heavy-laden Utile salmon. 

2. We further suggest the sending of price llets of the breeding 
establlshmcuts (or our next circular. We will publlsb them 
gratis as heretofore and In this way give them greater publicity. 
The communication should be made early In September, If they 
are to appear In circular No. 5. 

3. To the fish breeding establishment of the fishery association 
of the province of Schleswig-Holstein we are Indebted (or a syn¬ 
opsis of their labors during the past breeding season, showing 
that from 150,000 salmon eggs delivered there, only seven per 
cent, were lost, while the fry was distributed In nearly thirty dif¬ 
ferent water courses. Of ‘20,000 maranen egga eight and a half 
per cent, were lost, and the fry distributed Into six lakes. 

Concerning the grayling a loss of sixty per cent, waa sustained, 
as one of the transports on the way from Freiburg was an entire 
failure, so that from ‘20,000 eggs only eight hundred grayling fry 
could be distributed to the different brooks. 

In spite of this great loss In transporting the grayling eggs we 
Intend to continue the propagation of this fish, as It Is to be 
hoped that by-and-hy the necessary eggs can be obtained from 
the association Itself, especially aa the sending of grayling eggs 
in general through the country has been attended with much less 
loss. We hope for belter results next season In regard to the 
packing and sending of these eggs, and hope (or the wide propa¬ 
gation tot Ibis precious fish.

It Is not the blue fiah of some parts ot New England, which h 
Is a “cunner” here. It la not the blue fish of southern New c 
Jersey, which Is the “weak flih” here, and the “salt water trout” t 
of farther south. It Is not the blue fish of Newport, R. I., which » 
Is a “black bass” here, “sea bass’’ In New York,“black perch” In v 
MassachusetU, and “black-will” in Virginia. There, now 1 a 

That Is what It la not. You sec I have fished our coast from Vlr- I 
ginia to Maine, and while 1 can’t give you the scientific name of t 
the fishes, for which I am sorry,! know most of our fish by their dlf- I 
(erent local names, an I I have six or eight names for nearly every 
one, which 1 must use according to locality, and I fully appre- ? 
elate what I have seen in the Chicaoo Field on the subject of 
what you truly call our “barbarous nomenclature.” But to our r 
“blue fish” again. I (eel sure that you will recognize what I 
mean when 1 say that the “blue fish” here la the one, so called 
in New York, and Isthe “skip-jack” on the Carolina coast, the i 
’■Ullor” In Virginia, and the “horse-mackerel” In southern i 
New Jersey. 

Therefore, know, all ye dwellers In the different states, that 
while I call this fish by your names when among ye, just now, as 
I am catching them among people who call them “blue fish,” 
it answer.-! my purpose for the present to call them ao. And this 
Is how we take them. Out we go in a swift sailing boat before 
a good breeze with a native skipper who knows the water like a 
duck, and wboae keen eye soon announces “there' they jump, ’ 
and down goee the holm, and away we go (or the spot where “the 
blue fish are on the feed.” 

Did you over catch onel It's the uext thing to catching a 
whale to get a five-pounder. Game! Why, stranger, game Is no 
name for it Fight! Well, you bet he fights, and gives you all you 
want, if yon get a good one. 

See, now I throw out this long line with a squid on it, and a 
five-pounder strikes, a semi-shark for voracity and eagerness. 
Now, feel this line, and see If he don’t fight; he would cut it 
with hls f.irmidable teeth If It were not tipped with steel wire. 

If you don't play him carefully he will be off; but a email one 
you can pull In quickly. 

Now be le In, toke him off; look out for your fingers, halt 
and throw out again, and so on until the school stop feeding, and 
then count up the catch. I usually prefer a rod and reel, aa you 
get more sport out of their strong play, and this hand-line busl- , 
ness Is too much like hauling In canal boaU, and besides It cuts 
your fingers; but my tockle had not come, and li le so long since 
I have taken a blue fish on a band-line, that I wanted to try it 

^he fishing le splendid here, and the air Is pure, which, added 
to the views, make It a charming place.

How to Take Trout Eggfilby Hand. 

This Is an operation beat learned by looking at an export while 
he Is at hls work of “stripping,” but as It la not always possible 
to do so, and as some of our readers may wish to try thetr hands 
at it this Fall, we will give a few general directions concerning It 
The most difficult part Is to know when the eggs are ripe, and 
this can only be learned by experience. We killed many fish at 
first by Injudicious handliug and probably many others did the 
same. The sense of feeling telle this and of course has to be 
educated to it by experience. If the fish Is rlp[) a certain amount 
of pressure will bring the eggs, but If not quite ready for the 
operation there Is danger of killing her. An expert can tell by 
the feeling In a moment; there la a certain hardness which at 
the first touch proclaims the unripe fisb, and It should be let go. 

A beginner Is apt to apply too much force, but If the trout la 
held In the proper posltlou very little force is necessary. In re¬ 
gard to the manner of Uklng eggs, there are several ways prac¬ 
ticed by different persons who are equally good operators, and 
one soon gets a way of hls own. Borne prefer to take the mllt 
first and then strip the eggs In It and otbera reverse this process. 

In our opinion If It le done quickly It is Immaterial which Is first. 

If we have a lot of ripe fish we take them first and separate them, 
the males and females In different tubs, with a third receptacle 
for those which have been operated upon. Then sitting between 
them, on a low atool with a milk pan In front which we first dip 
Into the water to get it of. the right temperature, and afterward 
tip the water all out of it, Jwa, take a trout, say a female. In the 
left hand and hold It so that when the thumb is up the back of 
the fish le In the paJiu and the head toward the body of the oper¬ 
ator; then with the right hand bring Its head backward so as to 
arch up Ito te.lly, and tedding It as near the pan aa convenient, 
with the first two fingers gently stroke the abdomen downward, 
but on no account let yoiir fingers go below the ventral fins until 
the eggs are nearly all taken. Popular error has several times 
placed the ventrals near the i/eiit, and those who know their posi¬ 
tion will pardon If we explain to others that the “ventrals” are 
named from wafer, the belly; the anal fin la the one near the 
vent. If the eggs do not come readily when the body la tent 
and pressed, as described, let the fish go and try another. 

Care must be taken not to grip the fish too bard with the left 
hand, especially upon the abdomen. Below the anal fin, where 
the fiah is aolld, and on the scapular arch behind the gills they 
will tear considerable squeezing, but be careful of the gills. As 
soon as the egga are taken treat a male In the same manner, and 
If you do not get more than two or three drops of mllt U will be 
plenty. If good. Then add water enough to so dilute the mllt 
that it may be brought In contact with all the eggs, and tso nwre. 
Tip up the pan aeveral times to fiow the mllt over them, add a 
little more water and set them aside for half an hour and then 
wash and place them in the trough. 

The theory la that the egg will absorb Iluids (or about half an 
hour after leaving the fish. It does this through au aperture 
called the mlcropyle and not through the entire surface, and, 
that during this period of absorption, if it takes ip a particle of 
mllt It becomes Impregnated, but if allowed to dlstend Itself with 
water, no power can then fertilize it. Also that the spermato- 
zood, or life-principle of the mill, will live a long time In their 
own fluid, but become very active when In contact with water, 
and die within a period variously stated at from two minutes to 
five or six. Hence the work should be done aa quickly as good, 
careful manlpulatlou will allow. 

Fishing From New York Piers.

“The tide’s out, boss, and they ain’t a bltln’ very fast. 'We 
done better this mornln’.” 

“What do you call a good catch) A hundred, sayf” 

“Lord, no I You can’t catch no hundred fisli_'round here. Me 
and my little bniddcr got twenty this mornln’, and that’s big 
work.” 

Just at this point the youthful angler’s attention was drawn 
to hls line, and hls conversation temporarily ceas. d. After a 
little he went through the spasmodic convulsIoDB Indicative of 
having a bite, and before long hauled In a “shiner’’of ab .ut three 
Inches long, and of perhaps two ounces in weight. Then the re- 
liorter had a chance to examine the tackle that was playing such 
havoc among the little shiners. It was primitive In the extreme. 
About twelve feet of common cotton twine, such as that used by 
grocers, was attached to a rough pine slick three feet long. The 
hook was what la known as a small Limerick, and was snooded 
on to the line rather cleverly. For want of a regular sinker the 
angler had gathered together scrape of the tinfoil used as pack¬ 
ages for tobacco, and had pounded them Into a compact lump. 
Hls brother’a line was much the same, except that a pin hook 
took the place of a Limerick. 

“Oh, he kin catch ’em with that easy enough,” the elder said, 
observing the look of amusement. “Them shiners gobbles up 
hook and all, don’t you seel” 

In proof of this, the plu-book hero drew fourth a string of 
three sardlne-llke shiners, that seemed to have been broiling In 
the sun (or a week or so, and then gravely resumed hls fishing. 

Pursuing bis Inquiries, the reporter ascertained that the boys 
used lobsters for halt, procuring them from the refuse piles of 
the fish market They have no regard (or time or tide, coming 
I to the dock early in the morning end fishing or swimming 
when the "cops” will let them—all day long. The hottest day 
of Summer has no terrors for them, and the notion of seeking 
a shady place, provided there Is a bite to be had in a aunny one, 
never enters their minds. 

I “I do believe,” said the officer of the pier, “that the safest 
way to avoid sunstroke le to keep in the eun. Look at those 
boys I Half the time they are bareheaded, and all day long 
they are right In the sun, and yet you never heard of a young 
dock rat being eunstruck, did youl No, and you never wIlL ’ 
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Another group of boje near the fleh market seemed to be tn 
hard luck, although one of the little fellows declared he had 
had a bite and was bound to flsb It out on that line If It took all 
day. He was not proof, however, to the cry raised by some of 
bis comrades: “Come h^cel They’re hauling out the big 
turtle.” Three stalwart man were engaged in affixing a rope to 
the forward Blpper of a huge turtle, who was then hauled up to 
the market by a block and tackle. 

There was an agony In the poor creature's eyes, that was al¬ 
most human, but, boy-llke, the anglers enjoyed It, and seemed 
sorry when tney caught the last glimpse of the tortured monster. 

On the next pier above there were fifteen or twenty fisher¬ 
men, mostly of tender years and spare habiliments. And here 
could be found a character that Is seldom absent from a New 
York dock, the eel fisherman. He Is the picture of patience; 
never moving save to bait his book or take off a slimy, wrig¬ 
gling eel. Then there were two or three young men, and an 
old man, all evidently out of work, who fished hopelessly and 
listlessly, as though they sought to kill time rather than fish, 
looking out wistfully Into tlie busy river, or to the neighboring 
piers, where all was life and animation, as If speculating about 
the work they had failed to find. 

But the boys were the only fishermen In the true sense of the 
word. They were at it with a will, and enjoyed their little suc¬ 
cesses more thoroughly, perhaps, than their elders ever appre¬ 
ciate great ones. Two of the most eager were wel|.dre8Bed boys 
of twelve, one of whom had a broken piece rod without a reel, 
while the other labored under a huge bamboo. To and about 
these the gamins were savagely satirical, one of them gravely In¬ 
quiring of the youth with the piece rod whether his mother bad 
missed her “umberell” handle. 

At this season of the year, the shiners, otherwise the young 
bluefisb, come up the river In great numbers. They are as yet, 
however, very small, scarcely ever reaching a quarter of a pound 
In weight, but they are voracious biters and show some little 
game. If you take the trouble to dress and cook them, they 
make excellent pan fish, and It may be said that the dally catch 
of many of the boys goes to eke out the homely fare of many a 
bumble household. 


Fish Storirg. 

We confess to a liking for a good fish-yarn, one that has some 
point to it, and If It borders upon the ridiculous, all the better; 
such a yam, as the teller of It neither asks nor expects anyone to 
believe, but which presents his adventures In readable style with 
a vein of humor. But for ordinary lies—flat,stale and unprofitable 
lies, such as the local newspaper often gets off, and which only 
serve to fill bis paper or to make some elderly maiden turn up her 
eyes and say, “La! ain’t It wonderful—we have no patience.” 

For this style. If style It can be called, there Is no excuse of 
wit, and to write such stories of flsb as some that we have seen 
this Summer, requires only a lead pencil and a piece of paper 
without the addition of brains of any kind. We refer to such 
lies as a girl having a pair of pickerel to draw her boat, and who 
had such love for ber that they almost jumped out of their tank 
to meet her. This was based on a hoax that drew a few people 
to Boston some two years ago to ace a man drive two whales to 
bis boat somewhere In that vicinity, but which was not a oarllc- 
ularly smart hoax, for It bad not basis of probability sufficient to 
deceive many, and there was nothing clever about It. As for 
their jumping to meet her, its falsity is not relieved by the humor 
which made the statement of an angler famous who said that on 
his return to his fishing grounds and boat-house, “his boats rose 
two Inches out of the water to greet him.” 

To fully Illustrate just what we mean, we give our readers two 
samoles that came to our net this week. The first is headed “Re¬ 
markable—a little girl saved from drowning by a trout,” and Is 
from the Whitehall, N. Y., Tima. Here Is the “remarkable” 
story:

our Informant has on hts gronnds an artificial tront pond, which con¬ 
tains at least 3,000 spotted beantles, weighing from a half to two ponnda 
each. The gentleman has a little dangbter. five years of age, who may 
well be called tbeqneeo of the speckled beantles. This little miss has 
succeeded in training the fish, so that she can go to the edge of the 

K ' and with a handfnl of crumbs feed them from her chubby, fat 
. The fish have learned to jump up out of the water and snatch a 
worm from her Bugera. They seem exceedingly fond of ber—they are 
said to perfectly adore their little qneeo. On Thnraday last she was 
standing near the edge of the pond, where the water was quite deep. 
While reaching over to drop a few crumbs to beranbjecis she suddeuly 
lost her balance and pitched headlong into the water. She says that 
she “went way down." when she felt somethlug underneath ber. and 
she quickly rose to the surface, where she put ber little longs to their 
utmost test and called lustily for help. Ber cries quickly attracted her 
parents, sod they were horrified at seeing the little girl floating upon 
the surface of the pond. The father rushed quickly to the water's 
edge aud reached ont for bis treasure, and as he raised ber from the 
water a perfect solid mass of trout were found beneath ber. These 
faithful subjects of the little queen, as she fell, quickly gathered be¬ 
neath ber and thus showed their love for their mistress by bearing up 
her body until aid arrived, thus preventing ber from meeting a watery 
grave, which ehe would have otherwise done. Parents who have little 
ones can Imagine the parents' love for these tront, when they remem¬ 
ber that their sagacity saved the life of their little daughter. 

Isn’t It sweet? He might have added that they carried her to 
the house and then went for the doctor, but he got ashamed and 
stopped at the love that the parents bad for these intelligent 
fish. 

For Intelligence, a fish does not compare with a toad or even 
some serpents, and are placed as the “lowest’’ of the vertebrates, 
not only in organization, but also of Intelligence, although we 
think that In this latter qualification we would except the alliga¬ 
tor and some turtles. 

The next Idiotic story comes from the Boston Globe and Is 
headed: 

DOHEBTICaTEO EELS. 

There Is a cnrlona case at RockpoVt of the singular attach mem some- 
times instituted between mau end the lower animals. A Mr. Bale has 
been for a long time accustomed to throw bits of food for some eels In 
a little brook that rons along bis hack lot. Latterly he observed that 
they seemed to be welting for his visit, and with a little training they 
were Induced to eat food directly from his hand. Tbeo they learned 
to play and fondle about hie fingers, held in the water, and enjoyed his 
caresses. More recently the largest one of the four—a huge obi fellow, 
over two feet long and very large around—allows Mr. Hale to take him 
en'lrely out of the water, slide him about freely from band to band, 
apparently enjoying the novel gymnastics. When Mr. Hale goes to the 
brook, he calls them with a peculiar whistle, and they soon come 
ruabing briskly from down stream. Not long ago be brought them his 
usual lunch of fish and mackerel, when only the large one came. The 
eel waited a few momenle, then turned down stream, and soon came 
hack, bringing his tardy family to snpper. This shows Ihere Is no touch 
of the human lo them, for any ordinary biped boarder would have 
pitched In without waiting, and cleared the table. 

We ask our readers to pardon us for Inserting such stuff among 
their reading matter, and hope that our motive will be accepted 
as a valid excuse. Mr. Hale does not dance for his eels In Cath¬ 
arine market, ho whistles for them. Prepare to pucker. 


The Power op Octopos Arms. —I was much surprised on re¬ 
calling the statement of Mr. Cornish respecting the arms of the 
octopus possessing such paralyzing powers. I have ten of these 
creatures In my sea tank, and some of the size he mentions, 
and, although I often handle them, I never experienced any In¬ 
convenience from them. Possibly I have never held on lo^ 


enough; a few seconds of their clammy embrace always satisfies 
me. The facta recorded by Mr. Cornish of the herculean pow¬ 
ers of this creature are another proof of how little we know of 
life around us. Last February I learnt as palnfura lesson from a 
much more Insignificant creature than an octopus. At the spring 
tides, low water, outside our harbor, I saw a bunch of that beau¬ 
tiful sea-weed, the Haliarys eiliquoea. It was still under the sea, 
and I bared my arms to reach It; In doing so my right wrist came 
lo contact with the tentacles of the Adanuda arutmoru. I found 
at once I was badly stung, and soon my arm was much swollen; 
after some days the swelling subsided, but under the skin was 
left a red mark of about an Inch square, and, I found, as per¬ 
manent as If stamped with Indian Ink. After five months It 
disappeared, but while the stain was visible I had pain In my arm. 
I think Mr. Cornish has much underrated the clinging powers of the 
octopus; It is difficult to say to what extent, but certainly very 
much. This day I have taken bold with my bands two of the 
arms of the octopus, while In water, and It escaped from me as 
easily as a mau would from the grip of a child. Again, the 
common green crab, so plentiful on the sea-shore (Carciniin 
maniu) , will hold on to sea-weed to the force of twelve pounds, 
and the edible crab (Caiicer payurwi) to much greater force, pos¬ 
sibly to thirty or forty pounds weight. Yet the octopus will tear 
these from their haunts quite easily. No doubt Mr. Cornish’s 
specimen was much exhausted when It came to his hands, of 
which we have proof by his atajing that it only shot water aud 
not Ink. Hence It must have exhausted Its ink-bag previously, 
as all my specimens, after being In my tank a few days, will 
readily shoot sepia.— Matthias Bonn (Mevaglssey) In Land and 
Water. 


Shad Tarino the Hook.—The follon'ing letter was received a 
day or two ago by a member of the California fish commission: 

Santa Cbdz, Cal., Sent. 3. 

Three days ago some hoys esught with hook and line, from a fresh¬ 
water stream south from here abont five miles, and from ont of a part 
of the stream near to the ocean, fourteen yonog shad about twelve 
Inches long each. One of them came Into my poeseselon. and as I had 
been but a short time previous conversing with my mother about the 
ebad pf New York city thirty years ago, where wo then lived. I sent it 
her. and she (to whose judgment 1 defer abont many things') pro 
nouncen It to be a veritable shad. Hurrah for shad 1 May you live a 
thousand years and your shad-ow never grow less, as we used to say 
in Spain. Yours very truly, E. L. Williams. 

The foregoing will be welcome news for anglers. Until the 
last few years It was supposed that shad would not take the arti¬ 
ficial fly, aud Mr, Thos. Chalmers, of Holyoke, Mass., became 
famous as the only man who could take them with a hook. Later 
efforts have shown the error, showing that the fish are suscepti¬ 
ble to the allurements of the artificial fly and even the angle 
worm. Yet they are a wary, fastidious fish, the capture of 
which calls Into play the highest art of the angler. ’They are 
gamey, very tender-mouthed, and It requires the nicest kind of 
work to land them. The fish are Increasing so fast that there Is 
promise that the taking of them with book and line will soon 
form an Important element of the anglers’ sport on this coast. It 
Is nouble, too, that they nearly all forsake the colder waters of 
the northern part of the state and drift south toward Monterey 
bay, where they are now quite plentiful. Chinese fishermen there 
quite recently caught a lot of fifty or over, which they Ignorantly 
sold for about five cents a pound to an enterprising dealer, who 
retailed them for fifty cents each. 


A Fisht Phalanx, —^Kor several days past a complete line of 
pike has formed across the Sacramento river. In the shadow of 
the bridge timbers. They average a foot In length, and they are 
so thick that they form from shore to shore a complete barri¬ 
cade to all small fry. They rest about a foot below the surface, 
with their noses pointing up stream. The young fish coming 
down stream, suddenly meet this immovable barrier; they hesi¬ 
tate a moment, then turn back for a little distance, but, con¬ 
cluding to Insist upon their right to descend, they turn again 
and face their enemies. The latter do not move until the small 
fry make a dash through the line, and then not one in a hundred 
escape. Some of the minnows execute a strategic movement by 
rising suddenly to the surface and plashing along the top of the 
water over the grim and voracious enemy; but such a manmuvre 
falls ten times out of eleven, for the pike will spring clear out of 
the water to seize his prey. It Is not generally believed that the. 
small fry Is salmon, though some hold that salmon are among 
them. If they are food fishes of a desirable kind, the army of 
pike la simply exterminating them. It Is suggested that one of 
the fish-commissioners authorize the use of explosives to clean 
out the pike and give the amall-fry a chance. Boys go out in 
boats and scoop up the pike; but this Is attended with some diffi¬ 
culty, and the line soon forms again. It refuses hook and bait, 
has little fear of spear, and for four days now bas kept up Its 
alignment like a brigade of soldiers. It la certainly a very 
strange Incident.— Pae'Jle Life. 

Whales and Yellow Fevek.— The New York Sun says: 

The connecllnn between the whale fishery, or any other fishery, and 
yellow fever d'les not eeem clear si first mention; but, according to 
some aathorltles, the former has a very important bearing on the latter. 
Readers of doles Verne's ' Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the Seaa" 
may perhaps remember that part of the voyage of theNantllos In which 
she came upon several groups of manatees, or sea cows, herded to- 
gather-besutlful and iuolfenelve animate, from 13 to 31 feet long, and 
weighing at least IhOO weight each: 

“riold Ned Laud aud Conseil that provident nature bad given an 
important role to these mammalia—that they, like the seals, are de¬ 
signed to grsz! on the snbmarlne prairies, and thns destroy the seen 
malatlon of weed that uhstrncta the tropical rivers. 'And do yon 
know.’I added.'what has been the result since men have almost en¬ 
tirely annihilated this usefnl race? That the pntrified weeds have 
poisoned the air. and the poisoned air causes the yellow fever that des¬ 
olates beantlfnl countries. Enormons vegetations are multiplied 
nnder the torrid seas, and this econrge Is Irrislstlbly developed from 
the month of the Rio de la Plata to Florida.' “ 

This Is beautiful as a theory, but as for fact there Is nothing In 
It. The manatees are extremely rare, and seals live exclusively 
upon fish. 

The great marine vegeUrians, both living upon fresh and de¬ 
caying food, arc Invertebrates of many orders. 

As we take the second look at the Sun's theory It seems less 
clear. 

Another Devil-Fish Stobt. —Sidney Cook, the diver, who re¬ 
covered the treasure of the Pacific steam-ship Golden Gate, which 
was wrecked on the Mexican coast, tells the following, and from 
his description the animal must resemble the “devil-fish” of the 
Carollnas, Veratoplera vampirus. He says: “We were kept In no 
little fear, especially during our night-work, by a sort of marine 
monster which the Mexicans call a devil-fish. Ills not like the 
gigantic octopl to which that name has been given In other waters, 
but Is a creature with two great arms to grasp and powerful jaws 
and teeth to rend anything It deems a prey. Individuals of the 
species are often seen weighing as much as four tons, and It Is 
upon record that at least one enormous specimen has been cap¬ 
tured by an English man-of-war which, from the dimensions given, 
must have weighed fully eight tons.

A spear from a boat-hook trans¬ 
fixed the eel, when it suddenly disgorged a small sunfish, around 
which the child’s ring was tightly clasped. How the little fish 
could have got caught In the ring Is a mystery.” It Is an old 
saying that liars should have good memories; but In this case be 
should have enough knowledge of the hablu of the animals of 
which he fabricates “mysteries” to know that a lamprey does 
not swallow fish.

DispaseH Ilf Dogs. 

BY DIt. A. E. BUZZAKU, M.R.C.V.S.L.

This Is one of the most dreaded of all diseases to which the 
dog Is subject. Distemper has been hitherto regarded as an 
Inflammatory disorder, which was to be mastered only by de¬ 
pletive measures, such as purging, bleeding, sedatives, blisters, 
and setons. L’mier such treatment, I do not wonder at the 
character which this disease has obtained. There la little doubt 
that more dogs have been killed for the distemper than have 
died from It, If nature had been allowed to take her course; and 
yet there Is no disease that requires more careful treatment, or 
rewards the practitioner more for the help he affords the animal. 
One-half, at least of the cases which are so quickly cured by 
quack remedies, would, on Inquiry, prove to have not been dis¬ 
temper at all. Distemper Is closely allied to continued fever In 
the human subject. It consists In a general fever, which pro¬ 
duces a diseased excitement of *all the mucous membranes. The 
digestive organs are the principal seat of the disease, but of 
course It Is more easily recognized at those parts which are 
most exposed to view, such as the eye and nose, these parts 
often the only places inspected. If the eye be cloudy and 
watery, the nature of the malady la at once concluded; also the 
membrane of tbe nose is under observation, and If there Is 
much secretion, and that of a thick character, the fact. Is gener¬ 
ally Imagined to be established, but these are merely sympa¬ 
thetic derangements. Some persons suppose the disease to orig¬ 
inate In tbe nose and then extend to other parts, this Is a ground¬ 
less hypothesis. The causes arc not easy to ascertain. lu my 
opinion this disease Is not contagious. I have had many dogs 
that never had the disease, although they have lived frequently 
where distemper existed. I have not been able to observe that 
any circumstances can Induce tbe disease, though at partlculai 
ages the animal Is more predisposed to It. Tbe season certainly 
Influences tbe disease. It Is not often seen In Winter, In tbe 
Spring It Is more common, It Is rare In Summer, during the Fall 
however. It is very frequent, especially If It la a wet season. 
Spring and the Fall, therefore are the times when It Is to be 
looked for. Exercise and food Influence this complaint, The 
dog that has plenty of exercise has the.dlsease less severely that 
the one that Is confined. Tbe dog that never takes flesh has a 
lighter attack than the one that lives upon meat This I have 
proved beyond a doubt. The symptoms In the early stage are 
not well marked, and by no means are they distingulsed for 
their regularity. Loss of appetite, vomiting, purging, are fre¬ 
quently the first Indications. We also get an unusual moisture In 
tbe eyes, and sometimes a cough. If there Is a desire for copu¬ 
lation, with a disinclination to accept tbe dog. It Is to be regarded 
with suspicion. This denotes merely a derangement of the sys¬ 
tem. But If tbe Inner surface of tbe lower eyelid should be red¬ 
der than usual, and the pulse Increased In number, to about 130 
beats a minute, the probability of distemper making Its appear¬ 
ance Is pretty certain. 
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The aalmel, when the disease Is established, Is very sensItlTe to 
cold, he seeks warmth, and Is constantly shivering. The bowels 
are generally constipated, a thick purulent discharge flows from 
the eyes, and the white round the eye will be seen covered with 
small red vessels. These vessels are not to be confounded with 
the veins, which are natural to this organ; these last are large 
and of a purple hue. The small vessels which denote distemper, 
are fine, bright in color; they are never present during health. 
A yellow fluid moistens the nostrils. The cough la often severe 
and frequent. Digestion Is always Impaired. The nose Is dry 
and harsh, the coat staring, the skin hot. The matter he vomits 
Is very offensive. Dicers often appear on the Ups, the discharge 
from the nose la frequently mingled with blood and scabs. In 
the latter stages he will utter sharp cries, become fearfully weak, 
dlarrhm seta in, the fmces have a peculiar smell, and gradually 
death ensues without a struggle. When distemper Is overcome, 
there Is a marked tendency to fatten; therefore. If, when you 
think you have mastered the disease the dog continues to lose 
flesh, you are greatly deceived. In this disease the liver Is gen¬ 
erally Involved, After death this gland is found either soft or 
brittle, and Is always enlarged. The gall-bladder la always full 
of a thin dark green fluid or Impure bile, and the same fluid Is 
noticed to be distributed over the lining membrane of the first 
small Intestine. The liver is the cause of the yellow-distemper, 
and which Is nothing more than jaundice added to the original 
disease. Yellow distemper Is by writers treated of as a distinct 
disorder. I must differ with them. When this has come under my 
notice. It has been no more than one of the many complications, 
which the symptoms assume. The stomach and Intestine are 
always involved. The stomach is Inflamed In patches. The 
rectum the last Intestine, suffers more than the other Intestines. 

I have known cases where blood has exuded from the surface of 
this bowel to such an extent as to destroy the life from hemor¬ 
rhage. A pustular eruption often accompanies distemper. It 
mostly appears on the belly and Inside of the thighs. A thick 
discharge from the penis Is often present throughout the attack, 
and nearly always during recovery. Paralysis of the hind parte 
occasionally occurs In this disease. We sometimes have twitches, 
chorea, or Saint Vitus’s dance. Such are the leading symptoms. 
The treatment is ditUcuIt because of the insidious nature of the 
disorder, and the uncertain character of Its symptoms. The diet 
is of the utmost importance. In the first place, meat must be 
withheld. Boiled rice with milk, or bread and milk will generally 
be snlDcient, this must always be given cold. Skim milk. If 
sweet, is to be preferred, and coarse bread or ship biscuits. 
Water constantly changed, must be the only drink; the bed 
must be warm and dry, the animal must have plenty of fresh 
air. Remember also that you cannot carry cleanliness too far. 

The medicinal measures are almost wholly regulated by the 
symptoms. The disease we have to subdue is of a febrile kind, 
of a typhoid character; therefore, whatever we do must be of a 
description not to exhaust. In the early stage purgatives or 
emetics are administered. I would give to a middling sized dog 
four grains of Ipecacuanha, and this I would repeat for three 
Bucc^lve mornings. On the fourth day I would give a gentle 
purgative In the form of a pill. The following Is an excelle t re¬ 
cipe. Extract of col. half a scruple, powdered colch. six grains, 
Pll: Hydrarg. flve grains; this is for one pi 1, which Is a dose 
for a dog of about eight pounds In weight. During the 
same time I give the following pills: Extract of belladona, 
six to twenty-our grains; extract of gentian, one to four 
scruples, nitre one to four scruple^ powdered quassia, 
a sufflcl ncy. Make into twe .ly-four pills, and give 
three every day. Often, under this treatment, the disea*e will 
be suddenly cut short, but I always follow up with tonics 
as the disease has a disposition to return, the following will 
be found to answer well: Quinine, one to four scruples; sul¬ 
phate of Iron, one to four scruples; extract of gentian, two to 
eight drachms, powdered quassia, a suflflclency. Make Into twenty 
pills, and give three a day. I also give at the same time liquor 
arsenicalls. Of liquor arsenlcalls, Uke from ten to twenty drops, 
and rain-water one ounce, with a little syrup; give a tcaspoon- 
ful three times a day with the pills. If you do not notice the 
dbease until it has taken strong hold, do not give a purge or 
emetic. If the animal Is very costive, give an Injection. Take 
of cold gruel, one quart; sulphuric ether, four drachms; lauda¬ 
num, one ,cruple. This quantity will do for a very large dog. 
If the patient continues to remain very costive, 1 would give a 
meal of liver chopped fine twice a week. Gently wash the eyes 
with cold water; do not use any lotions or salves to them; you 
will only do harm. If the lungs are attacked, give the following 
pill three times a day: Extract of belladona, one to four 
^alne; James’ powder, one to four grains; nitre, three 
to eight grains; con-erve of roses, a sufficiency. This Is 
the quantity for one pill. This treatment must be fol¬ 
lowed up with tonics. If dlarrhujs appears, add to one pint of 
gruel two ounces of sulphuric ether, and four scruples of tinc¬ 
ture of opium; shake them well together. From half an ounce 
to a quarter of a pint may be used as an injection. This should 
be repeated every third hour. If there is any colic, give from a 
table-spoonful to four times that quantity of the ether and lau¬ 
danum mixture In a little syrup every hour until the pain ceases. 
If the diarrhoea continues and the pain subsides, give from five 
to twenty drops of liquor potassie to every dose of ether, given 
by the mouth every three hours. U there be any signs of ap¬ 
proaching fits, give the following three times a day; Grey pow¬ 
der, flve grains to one scruple; Ipecacuanha, one to four grains; 
If It produces sickness, lessen the quantity one-half. If the fits 
occur, clip off the hair on the nape of the neck and apply a 
blister. Let me Impress upon the mind of the reader that the 
treatment of distemper consists in avoiding all and everything 
which can debilitate. It Is simply strengthening by medicine, and 
aided by the best of nursing. If you can secure the services of 
lady for a nurse, do so.

The Cross of the Laverack on the Native—Hr. Buckell 
to Niiamrock.

Editor Chioaoo Field;-I saw in your paper of September 7 
a letter ou tbe subject of breedlug setters, in wblcta “Shamrock” 
requests su answer to tbe question why the Laverack setters 
crossed ou tbe native, should not produce the equal of the 
Llewelllu setter! I do not Intend to attempt an answer. It was 
not known until It waa tried that the Duke—Rbmbe and Laverack 
blood would produce good results, nor was It known that the 
many good breeds In this country, when crossed with the Laver¬ 
ack, would not produce dogs as good until It was found to be so. 

My object in replying to "Shamrock’s” letter Is not, aa I said, 
to attempt an answer to his argument, but to set him right about 
many of tbe assumed facts ou which he bases It. “Shamrock’’ 
starts by tssuming that the Laverack setters Improved tbe Duke 
and Rbccbe blood, but that tbe Duke and Rbosbe blood did not 
Improve the Laverack. He then goes on to assume that all the 
quality came from the Laverack, that they are tbe purest breed, 
and that all Laveracks will breed animals as good as those Lav- 
eracks Mr. Lewellln bad to start with. 

My experience tells me that no matter what tbe breed, “like 
begets like,” provided there Is s “nick;’’ that Is, provided there 
Is no throwing back brought out by the cross. If this be true, can 
you expect an ordinary Laverack to produce aa good as did 
Countess, Nellie, Llll, Prince and Phantom (Laveracks used by 
Mr. Llewellln to found bis breed) ! 

I do not think the Laveracks are the purest breed of setters. 

I can refer "Shamrock” to Mr. Laversek's own writing to show 
that tbe pedigrees given by Mr. Laverack are only of use so far aa 
one knows them to be true. 

^ualitg is bard to define, but there are a lot of things go to 
make It up, some of which In the Llewellln setter come from 
the Laverack, some from Rbccbe, some from Duke. Tbe two 
latter straightened tbe coats and lengthened tbe feather of the 
breed and gave the abonlders, but bad given tbe backs tbe soft¬ 
ness of coat and tbe length of neck (a quality most Laveracks 
have not to give.) 

Tbe stern of tbe Laverack was also Improved by the cross; tbe 
dogs of thst breed carry them too high for beauty, and many of 
the bitches have a curl In them; this being the case with tboee 
otherwise beautiful bitches Fairy and Petrel (both In tbe United 
States.) 

“Shamrock” then asenmes that because you have finer setter 
bitches amongst tbe natlvea than Dors Is, you have finer breeds 
than that from which Dora sprung. Tbe assumption Is an unjust 
one. Dora was neither the finest of her breed nor even or her 
litter. Besides which she must have been an old bitch pulled 
about by many poppies before “Shamrock” saw her. 

To assert that Mr. Llewellln gave £315 for Dash II., because 
be values tbe Laverack blood, seems to me quite beside tbe 
mark. There is no Laverack dog In this country that he would 
have bad to pay one-third so much for. “Shamrock” gives the 
pedigree of Dash II. wrong. A look at the correct pedigree will not 
only show him that Dash II. has some highly valuable blood be¬ 
sides Laverack In him, but that what he has of that blood is 
mostly made up of the celebrated Nellie and her sire. Dash. 
There Is one more proof that like begets like. I trust Dash II. 
sod his get may prove no exceptions. 

If “Shamrock” refers to the newspaper called tbe Jmerican 
Sporhman, of March 14, 1874, he will t\ere find a truth, known 
to me long before Mr. lAverack committed It to paper. It Is one 
which, to an advocate of the Laverack because It Is tbe purest 
bred setter, will not prove a “charm.” Let him put the pedigree 
of the dog of that name by the side of whet be finds there, and 
he will find that the Laverack cannot be called the pureet setter 
In the world.

But a few 
years since only lemon and white pointers stood a chance and 
the grand liver and white or liver and white ticked like Bow, were 
left out In the cold. Lemon and whites are generally more or 
less gun shy. Why they should take It from tbe color la more 
than I can say. It is not so with the liver and white setters, 
they are as bard. If not harder, than the black and white ; this I 
am borne out In by Mr. Hollins, who has one of the largest pure 
bred Laverack kennels In England. 

I have no Idea of rushing Into print, but would like to see the 
subject agitated. Bow, I cousidered the finest large pointer 
I ever owned, and very good In tbe field. I believe you have as 
good setters as we have, but oaturally every one likes bis 
own breed best, hence the difficulty of judging and the conse¬ 
quent jealousy, and It always will be so unless judged by points, 
allowing something for style, etc., etc. I have taken prizes 
when I did not expect It, and when I felt sure of winning waa 
passed over—for Instance, last Alexander Palace—Mr. White- 
house judged and passed Bow for two dogs he had beaten before. 
Lord Combermere would have given him first, as be likes a large 
dog, while Mr. Whltehouse does not. C. S. Fauntlerot.

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The Irish Water Spaniel. 


BT t. B. SEIDMORB. 

To B gportaman o( limited roeaDS, or one who has not accom¬ 
modation to keep a team, the Irish water apanlel la the moet use- 
fnl dog he can have, Inaamuch aa he can be made to perform the 
datlea of pointer, aetter, retriever, and apanlel; but, aa bis name 
Impllee, he la peculiarly fitted by temperament and by a water- 
realatlng coat tor the arduous duties required by a sportsman 
whose proclivities lie In the direction of wild fowl shooting. In 
this branch of sporting they have no equal, being able to stand 
any amount of hardship; this, combined with an indomitable 
spirit, leads them Into deeds of daring, from which many dogs 
would shrink. Many are the feata recorded of their pluck, 
sagacity, and Intelligence. To a well bred and trained specimen 
no aea is too rough, no pier too high, and no water too cold—even 
If they have to break the Ice at every step they are not damped, 
and day after (lay they will follow It up, being of the “ cutrand- 
come-agaln sort.” As a eompanion for a lady or genl'eman they 
have no equal, whilst a well-behaved dog of the breed Is worth a 
whole mint of toys to the children, he allowing the little ones to 
poll him about by the ears, to roll over and over with them, to 
fetch their balls aa often aa thrown for him, and to act as their 
guard In times of danger. 

When I first commenced to keep Irish water spaniels, many 
years ago, there were three strains, or rather varieties—one was 
known as the Tweed spaniel, having Its origin In the neighbor¬ 
hood of the river of that name. They were very light liver color, 
BO close In curljas to give me the Idea that they bad originally been 
a cross from a smooth-haired dog; they were long In tall, ears 
heavy In fiesh and bard Ilkp a bound's, but only slightly feathered 

_fore legs feathered behind, hind legs smooth, bead conical, lips 

more pendulous than M'Cartby’s strain. The one I owned, 
which was considered to be one of the best of them, I bred from 
twice, and In each litter several of the puppies weie liver and 
tan, teing tanned from the knees downward and under the tall. 

I came to the conclusion that she, at any rate, bad been crossed 
with the bloodhound. In Ireland, too, there exists two totally 
distinct varieties, which are now known as the North and the 
M’Carthy strains; the former are In appearance like a third-rate 
specimen of their southern relation, but are generally much 
smaller, have less feathering on legs, ears, and bead, often a 
feathered tail, and oftener still are Inclined to be crooked on 
their fore legs. The M'Carthy strain are a very much more 
aristocratic looking animal than either of the afore-mentioned, 
and are now found In greater perfection on this side the Channel 
than on their native soil. Capt. E. Montresor, Kev. A. L. Willett, 
Mr. Robson, and the subscriber are the oldest English breeders, 
and In later years Mr. Llndoe and Rev. J. N. Mellor went Into 
the breed for a short time, and Mr. Engelback and Lieut-Col. 
Verner should also be class^ amongst the older breeders. Both 
from Mr. Engelbacb and the late Sir Wm. Verner I have derived 
benefit from crossing with their strains, also from that of Mr. 
W. 8. Tollemache’s, who for a period of over thirty years kept 
the breed In Its purity, and although he never exhibited them, he 
has owned some of the finest doggs of the breed It has ever been 
my lot to look upon. Mr. Morton, of Ballymena, Ireland, has 
for a long time been foremost in this breed In his own country, 
and the most formidable opponent I have had to meet at our 
shows. We have rung the changes repeatedly In crossing to our 
mutual advantage It has been argued that the Irish water 
spaniel Is too Impetuous and hard-mouthed to be worth much as 
a field dog. To this I must say that the dogs which have caused 
this remark to be applied to the whole breed have either been 
cross bred animals, or else have had a defective education. With 
true bred dogs the reverse Is the case, they being tender-mouthed 
enough to please the most fastidious, and If they are taken In 
hand young enough and trained properly, the libel will die out 
When Blarney (now Mr. P. J. D. Llndoe’s, If not dead) was a 
puppy, I bad her and her brother Fudge (who died of distemper), 
and I trained them to retrieve by means of a Ume pigeon, which 
from some cause or other could only fly a short distance. I used 
to put it In my pocket when I took the puppies out for a run, 
and for a period of at least three months they each retrieved It 
some dozen times nearly every day, without Injuring the pigeon 
in the least. I have seen one of them (the dog I think) so afraid 
of harming It as to take hold of It by the wing and fairly lead It 
to me. Can any other breed of retriever beat that for tender 
moutbsl Their dam, Juno, was also aa tender-mouthed, and as 
clever a retriever as any sportsman could wish to [be master of, 
but I will freely admit that some of the breed have been made 
hard-mouthed, and so also have hundreds of retrievers from the 
same cause. The Irish water spaniel, as every one knows who 
has owned one, Is never satisfied unless he Is doing something to 
please his master; for this reason he is kept as a companion, and 
taught to carry a stick, fetch stones, balls, &c. This kind of 
education It la which causes them to be hard-mouthed especially 
if this la done before they have been taught to retrieve game. 
They are hlgh-couraged like the Irish setter, and, like them also, 
when well broken, cannot be beaten. 

There Is considerable diversity of opinion as to their points for 
exhibition purposes, and since Mr. M'Carthy brought them to 
what he considered perfection, there has been a great confusion 
brought about by judges (who have never been breeders) giving 
prizes to a class of dog that j^iai^om correct. For Instance, 
Mr. M'Carthy, In his description in The Field In 1859, says the 
head should be rapacious, forehead prominent, whilst his doge, 
and the dogs of his day, were all square on the muzzle. A dog 
with a head of this description would be Ignored nowadays, but I 
am by no means disposed to say that the snipe-nosed ones, which 
certain of our judges go In for, are correct; It Is the fashion to 
call a weak bitch-faced dog " full of quality.” This so-called 
quality In the Irish water spaniel cannot be got without a corres¬ 
ponding loss of bone and. In my opinion, constitution. The 
points of the Irish water spaniel I should put as follows:

The head from the apex to the eye Is large and capacious, giv¬ 
ing the appearance of being short, which Is by no means the case, 
only appearing so from Its being so heavily furnished with top- 
knot; the dog, which looks long as a puppy, loses it as he gets 
older. The topknot Is one of the chief characteristics of the 
breed, and it does not arrive at perfection, as a rule, until the 
dog attains the age of about two and a halt years; It should not 
grow straight across the face to between the eye like a wig, but 
from tbe front edges of the ears should form two sides of a tri¬ 
angle, meeting In a point between the eyes; the head should be 
well covered with this topknot, the hair of which should be In a 
dog In full coat 41n. or more long, the forelocks banging grace¬ 
fully down the face, but I very much admire the topknot when 
about half grown, and when standing straight up all over the 
head In a most wild Irishman kind of manner. Face and eyes. 
The former Is long, and Is the most remarkable feature of the 
breed to my mind, being In a good specimen quite smooth; the 
hair no longer than that upon a smooth terrier—this short hair 


should extend to the cheeks. I know of no other dog which 
carries tbe same quantity of hair on its bead, legs, ears, that has 
not also a rough face; and however remote may be tbe cross of 
poodle or Russian retriever. It will show Itself upon tbe face and 
cheeks as mustachlos and whiskers. This Is a point which judges 
should specially make a note of. I have named It to several, who 
all have made light of It; not so, however, with Mr. M'Carthy 
and other breeders. The nose Is large and with a slight square¬ 
ness of muzzle. Tbe eyes, too, I have never seen taken Into 
account by any judge, and yet It Is tbe eye that gives character 
to tbe face; this should be a deep rich brown, which In tbe dark 
or shade Is beautiful, not to be desiu'ibed, but seen; a light yellow 
or goose-berry eye. Is my detestation, and Is always accompanied 
bj a coat which before moulting time assumes a very light sandy 
hue, whilst the dark-eyed ones are many shades darker at tbe 
same period of coating. 

The ears are about 18ln. long In the flesh, lobe shaped, not 
pointed, and when well furnished with hair should be from 261n. 
to BOln. from tip to tip, when measured across tbe head. Old 
Doctor measur^, when he won the last time at the Crystal 
Palace, Slin. 

The chest should be deep and tbe ribs well sprung, so that the 
body appears round, rather than deep. The shoulders are In¬ 
clined to be a bit thlidc, as the dog all over should appear cobby. 

Back and quarters as strong as those of a wagon horse. 

The legs should be straight, with good feet, well clothed with 
hair, both over and between the toes; the fore legs are heavily 
feathered at the sides and behind, with a curled or rough ap¬ 
pearance In front. The bind legs are smooth In front, from the 
bocks downwards, whilst it Is essential that they should be feath¬ 
ered behind down to tbe foot. In crossing with certain breeds, 
such as the retriever, this Is one of tbe first points lost. 

Tbe tall la, like the face, a sure indication of the breeding; 
and at the risk of repeating myself, P assert that no other breed 
of dog exists with a smooth tall which carries as much hair else¬ 
where as does the Irish spaniel. These characteristics—viz., tall, 
face, and topknot—stamp him, in my opinion, as tbe purest of 
tbe pore bred dogs. Tbe tall Is shorter than In most 
other dogs, thick at tbe root, and tapering to a sting at the 
point. For about Sin. from the body it is covered with small 
curls, the remaining portion being smooth. 

Coat and color. The former should consist of innumerable 
hard short curls, free from woolliness. These curls get felted, or 
daggled, before moulting time. A woolly coat shows the poodle 
cross, which may also be detected in the head. A silky coat, 
with no Inclination to wavIness Instead of curl. Indicates a cross 
with land spaniel or setter; this cross also shows itself In the 
quality of tbe leg-feather. The color Is that dark shade of liver 
called puce, having a ricli pIum-<mIored hue when seen in the 
sun. The best colored dog of tbe breed I ever saw was my old 
champion Duck when she was In the prime of life. A patch or 
star of white is often seen on tbe chest, and should not be re¬ 
garded as fatal to a dog's winning, as it Is met with in the best 
strains; In fact. In a litter of puppies. If there is one with more 
white on than the rest, it, as a rule. Is tbe largest Whether 
while Is a sign of strength or not I am not prepared to say. 

Symmetry. By this I mean tbe general appearance of tbe dog 
—his carriage, style, &c. In this respect be should be judged 
as you would judge a cob. Many of tbe dogs of tbe present day 
are too leggy. A leggy spaniel of any breed I detest. The best 
dogs we have seen of late years of this breed have been; Doctor 
end Rake, bred by Mr. Robson, Hull; Pilot and Sailor, breeder 
Rev. A. L. Willett; Blarneystone and Chance, bred by Mr. Salis¬ 
bury; Mr. P. J. D. Liodoe's Blarney, Mr. Engelbach’s Pat, Mr. 
Flettdier's Young Doctor, Mr. Morton's Paddy, and Sham¬ 
rock, Mr. C. Pilgrim's Barney, and Bridget and Patsey, all bred 
by myself.— Country , London, England, 


Hr. Whitman’s Beply to Our Charges.

Editor Cuicaoo Field ;—The animus of your article In last 
week's issue, notwithstanding you endeavored to cover It by say- 
"the question of cross breds and natives was forgotten," la so 
apparent that at first I decided not to notice it; but, as tbe 
charge seems to have a direct aim at me and my kennel, I have 
thought best to simply say your charge that "the contest nar¬ 
rowed Itself down to the dogs bred or owned In one kennel 
against all others,” la a mere assertion not susceptible of proof. 

You say: “We would not detract from the laurels of those dogs 
which did win, with the exception of Tempest, for they got their 
places by being so far ahead of their competitors who were on 
the slate to win that It could not be avoided.” As I view It you 
indirectly charge It was a put-up job for dogs owned or bred by 
me to win; but you do not nor cannot show one particle of 
proof to sustain such an assertion. I defy you or any one else to 
prove I In any way endeavored to Influence the judges In their 
decision. I am fully satisfied that any one who would make such 
an attempt would have cause to regret It. Aa the judges have 
been charged with favoritism I hope they will come out boldly and 
let the public know who the parties were that were anxious to 
tell them when they ought to score a point, flush, or back when 
certain dogs were at work. If any such persons there were. I 
have at former field trials seen too much Influence used to have 
certain blue bloods win, and you, Mr. Editor, are not free from 
suspicion as having been Instrumental in having Nellie placed 
first In Champion Stakes at Hampton. I say, like yourself, if 
field trials are but the means of favoritism, abandon them at 
once. With regard to how the score of Tempest was made up, 
not having the same Influence with any of the judges you have, I 
am unable to say, hut fear It would be Impossible to prove your 
assertion that "there was not a man present who saw Tempest 
and Jennie run but was perfectly satisfied Jennie would win sec¬ 
ond.” Had I owned Tempest I should willingly have left It with 
those present to decide which was the belter dog. I bad no In¬ 
terest In either Tempest or Prairie Belle except as their breeder. 
In your report of the trials you repeat the assertlun that I bad 
bought up the judges. To settle that point I have In my posses¬ 
sion a certificate from each of them that I in no way endeavored 
to Influence their decision. When a journalist charges fraud and 
brands one as a dog jockey, placing him In the rank of ballot-box 
Bluffers, etc., it should hardly be done without some proof against 
the party charged. Mere assertions against other parties which 
require proof Is hardly the proper evidence. I regret your feel¬ 
ings have so far overcome your usual good judgment as to lead 
you to publicly assail any one upon mere hearsay evidence. If 
tbe object you bad was, as It appears, as the known advocate of 
blue bloods, to keep my stock away from field trials, your end Is 
accomplished. __ J. H. Whitman.

At the aame time b conference of the Eastern kennel clubs 
waa also held to arrange a programme for the coming ye,ir In the 
aelectlon of dalea and I he adoption of a universal system of clae- 
alflcallon, that there might be more barmony and less clashing of 
Interests to the detriment of shows. At this conference a desire 
was manifested that the clubs or the members of them who were 
not, should become members of the National American Kennel 
Club, and through it a system of classiflcatlon, rules and regula¬ 
tions adopted which should be recognized by all the kennel clubs 
holding shows. A commiltee was therefore appointed, com¬ 
posed of members of the Wesi minster Kennel Club, to present the 
facts to the National American Kennel Club, and request an ad¬ 
journment that the clubs might have time lo think the matter 
over and act accordingly. As there were no more shows to be 
held ill the East until next year, and the club recognized the im¬ 
portance of harmonizing the rival Interests of the dlflereut clubs, 
and having a universal system of classllication and rules for gov¬ 
erning shows, It was decided to comply with the request of the 
committee and adjourn. 

As the Baltimore Kennel Club was at that time to have given 
a field trial, commencing on the lOtb of November, Baltimore 
was the place selected to adjourn to, and the 8th the day, so as to 
give ample time for the Iransaetlou of business before the trials 
co-nmeiiced. The reason that Baltimore was selected was the 
supposition that the trials would bring together nearly all the 
members of tbc National American Kennel Club and of different 
kennel clubs, Western as well as Eastern Cousequenlly the oc¬ 
casion was most opportune for the bolding of the aojuurucd 
meeting. The Baltimore Kennel Club having abandoned their trials, 
the reason for holding the meeting in Baltimore seems to us to fol¬ 
low the trials, and we question whether there will he a corporal's 
guard at the meeting on Friday next. Under these circum¬ 
stances we would suggest to President Lalbrop to change the 
place of the meeting to Nashville, Teun., during the week of the 
field trials. The reason for the change Is obvious. The majority 
of the members of the National .\merlcan Kennel Club are scat¬ 
tered over the country preparing for the Nashville trials; or, If 
not so occupied, contemplste being present at them, and will, 
therefore, not be very likely to feel like sparing the time to go lo 
both. Consequently, having to choose between the two, they will 
sacrifice the club meeting for the field trials. 

The organization of the club undoubtedly gave a great Impe¬ 
tus to bench shows, but yet It has fallen far short of what Its 
founders Intended for It. It Is not the authoritative body It 
should be and can be. It has framed bench show and field trial 
rules, but has not the power to enforce them, nor to protect itself 
from the abuse of them. Any swindler can get up a bench show 
and hold It under the club’s rules, to give It an air of respecta¬ 
bility, and the club has neither the power to prevent him nor lo 
punish him or any one connected with him for any dishonorable 
acts committed In connection with it. It has, therefore, created a 
weapon which can be used to nullify the good luteoded to be ac¬ 
complished. 

Even at our best conducted bench shows and field trials there 
Is no redress for an exhibitor who feels himself aggrieved or 
wronged. His appeal is to the club, and as the grievance or 
wrong Is through carelessness or neglect of the club or unjust 
treatment of some employe or judge appointed by the club, the 
club takes the shortest way to settle the matter and rejects the 
protest of the exhibitor. Its action being final, the exhibitor has 
nothing to do butto wear off the ragged edge of his grievance by 
grumbling, vowing never to exhibit again, and Invoking blessings 
on the members of the club and dog shows in general. Now thla 
ought not to be. We have seen at shows not the fittest men for 
the places they were occupying. Some of them but little dis¬ 
posed to measure jusiice out of any but their own glll-pot, a gill 
must go for a gallon, and be a gallon solely because the individual 
In authority considers It a gallon, or perhaps because he thinks the 
exhibitor entitled to no more equable treatment than to be paid a 
gill for a gallon. Again there are men who mean well, but have 
the worst conception of the term and how to administer It. The 
feeling kindly to the exhibitor and meaning no harm must be 
accepted by him as the reparation. 

Exhibitors at bench shows or field trials have therefore no re¬ 
dress, and this being contrary to all sense of equity and justice, 
should be remedied, and the National American Kennel Club Is 
the only body to do It. All shows should be held under the aus¬ 
pices of the club, not merely In name, but in realliy. All causes for 
complaint should be laid before them, and all questions in dis¬ 
pute settled by them, us with all cases occurring on a race track, 
a member of the National Trotting Association; and for this 
puritose, as with the National Trotting Aasoclation, the National 
American Kennel Club should appoint a board of appeals which 
should meet once a year at the time of the annual meeting of 
the club, and hear and decide complaints. In this way, then, 
would exhibitors he prtilccled, and bench shows and field trials 
purged of the jockeying and trickery which has taken place at 
them, and which are likely to occur again, just so long as the 
clubs holding them are todepeodeiil bodies, and their tpw dtztl Is 
final. Let It be understood that they are under the control of a 
superior body which has the power to review and reverse their 
acts, and exhibitors wl,l be better treated. 

We could nieuilon several occurrences at bench shows, which 
were legUlmate for review by the National American Kennel 
Club. Two occurrences at the Minnesota field trials should have 
come before them. We refer to the protest of Mr. Jones against 
Friend and the dlabonest award to Tempest. We are not aware 
whether the Minnesota Kennel Club has acted on Mr. Jones' pro¬ 
test; If BO, we have nut heard. But the proper body to decide It 


Is the National American Kennel Club; and If there waa aboard 
of appeals, to them the MlnnesoU Kennel Club would naturally 
have to refer It. Indeed, If the National American Kennel Club 
was what It should be, the Minnesota trials would have been 
held under Its auspices, and of necessity, therefore, the protest 
must have come before Ita board of appeals for action. 

In the case of Tempest Mr. Sanborn has no redress for the 
wrong done him. The Minnesota Kennel Club can lake no action 
In the matter, nor can any one else. Mr. Sanborn must soothe 
bis aggrieved feelings with the sweet satisfaction that he was a 
victim of jockeying, and decide whether It wore better to be the 
victim or the jockey. The case Is one which should by right go 
before the National American Kennel Club, through Its board of 
appeals, but not having one, the club Is not In a condition to 
take cognizance of the case. 

The question Is with the owners of dogs whether they ire will¬ 
ing to patronize shows and field trials when they are not pro¬ 
tected. Certainly run as shows and trials now are, they have no 
protection, and those who exhibit lead themselves up as willing 
sheep to be elaughtered, If any one connected with either ehow 
or trlale sees fit to wrong them. 

Let the National American Kennel Club wake up from Its 
lethargy, correct the abuses which now exist, prove Itself to be 
capable of being an authority and guardian for the exhibitors, 
and then let those who have dogs to exhibit refuse to exhibit 
them at any show which le not held under the ausplcee of the 
club, and we will have a better condition of things all round. 

There Is much for the kennel club to do. Ita bench show and 
field trial rules need revising. In the former the privilege of 
exhibiting In two classes native and Imported should be put a stop 
to. It was never intended, but since It has been done, and al¬ 
lowed under the rules. Inasmuch as It was not specially provided 
against, such action should be taken as to prevent It In the future. 
And In the field trial rules, the points for nose, having 
proved just what we said of them when passed at the Syracuse 
meeting, that with their aid a judge could easily run his favorites 
to the front by raising them half a point or more, should be re¬ 
voked. There are other changes necessary to be made which 
both experience and the natural change of clrcumstancce de¬ 
mand, and we hope the club when It meets again will act 
promptly and decidedly In the matter. 

FRANCE IMPORTING FISH FROM SOUTH 
AMERICA. 

The experiment of exporting fresh beef to Engladd proved eo 
decided a success that a large trade In it has sprung up, which is 
BO rapidly increasing, that without doubt fresh beef Is destiued 
before long to become one of our principal exports, and without 
Increasing the price of beef for home consumption, ss with our 
Immense territory of grazing land the supply can always be kept 
up lo the demand. The consequent Increase to the wealth of the 
country can not be very easily computed, but must necessarily be 
very great. 

The Buceess of the experiment in America induced the 
French to try it from La PlaU. The venlure having proved 
yery profitable, the Idea was suggested of Importing fresh fish 
In the same way. The ship Raphael recently discharged a 
cargo at Marseilles In such excellent condition, that she la 
being prepared lo return to La Plata for another cargo 
of 250,000 pounds of the same description of fish. The tempera¬ 
ture of the store-room In which the fish were kept during the 
voyage was maintained at 20 ® below freezing point, by the pas¬ 
sage of cold air over blocks of lee. Mr. Eugene Blackford, of 
Fulton Market, New York, adopted the same principle of keep¬ 
ing his fish. We remember there years ago to have been shown 
by him fish frozen in his refrigerator perfectly stiff. 

This experiment of the French opens up a new branch of Indus¬ 
try to us, as. If fish can be imported Into France from La Plata 
fresh, and prove a profitable speculation, why not from America? 
It has been demonstrated that pisciculture pays better than 
agriculture—an acre of water yielding a larger pecuniary profit 
thao ao acre of land. With our vast water territory, especially 
In the West, the number of fish which can be produced simply 
depends upon the effort made to cultivate them. Minnesota 
alone has, independent of rivers and the portions of Lakes Su¬ 
perior and Pepin, an Inland lake surface of 1,001,840 acres, all of 
which Is admirably adapted to pisciculture. 

With our Immense resources It is safe to say we can raise, not 
only fish enough for home consumption, but have sufficient left 
to supply France and Great Britain. 

The subject Is one well worth the attention of fish culturlsts, 
for at but slight expense the fish could be frozen and shipped In 
refrigerator cars, reach New York In the same condition, and 
which could be preserved until landed in the European fish 
markets. To us there seems to be an immense deal of money In 
the investment, as with the reputation our fish have abroad, there 
Is little doubt about their meeting with a ready sale. We would 
like to bear from gentlemen Interested in the subject. 

Mr. Whitman’s Reply.— Mr. Whitman replies to onr charges 
against the judges at the Mlnnesola field trials. We had ex¬ 
pected the judges would have done that as our charges were 
against them, but since Mr. Whitman sees fit to do so, and 
claims bis kennel to be the one referred to, It brings the ques¬ 
tion down to a narrower Issue. We shall notanswer Mr. Whit¬ 
man’s letter at length for the double reason that It comes In at 
the last moment just as we are about going to press, and we 
prefer to wait to see what the judges have to say. If Mr. Whit¬ 
man or any one else thinks wo cannot prove what we have said, 
we assure such disbelievers, we shall be most happy to test the 
case in any shape or form. It Is all very well for Mr. Whitman 
to say be ‘‘fears It would be Impossible to prove your assertion;” 
we have made the charge of Tempest's score having been 
changed; we now stand ready to prove that It was whenever any 
party Interested wishes to test the case. We trust our language 
Is plain. Mr. Whitman construes our statement In our 
report of the field trials that Mr. Jones bad stated 
publicly that he had bought one of the Judges as approving of 
the assertion. We fall to so view the matter. We simply stated 
what Mr. Jones publicly said. But while doing eo we never sup¬ 
posed Mr. Whitman bad bought one of the Judges, nor do we 
think so, and we so remarked at the trlale, If for no other reason 
that we think Mr. Whitman Is too shrewd a man to buy u Judge. 
But this does not affect the facts In the cose, which are subtan- 
llally as stated by us In our last Issue. Our charges were direct 
on one of the judges. We now reiterate them, for our evidence le 
not “hearsay" as Mr. Whitman would Infer, but hard, solid, cold, 
unpalatable truths. “If the object you had was, as It appears, 
as the known advocate of blue bloods, to keep my stock away 
from field trials your end Is accomplished," Mr. Whitman con¬ 
cludes has letter with. We find It difficult to reconcile Mr. 
Whitman’s remarks alone, much lees with the facts. As Mr. 
Whitman’s kennel le comprised, with one or two exceptions, en¬ 
tirely of blue bloods, and as blue as can be 
found, wo certainly can’t sec why “as the known 
advocate of blue bloods” we should wish to keep 
bis stock away from trials. As Mr. Whitma-i ran only blue 
bloods at the Mlnnesote field trials we again fall to see the force 
of bis remarks. Indeed, It waa a bine blood which flushed the 


three birds that the judge wanted to give a point for; and It was 
blue bloods which were favored. 

Mr. Whitman must find some stronger protest than the preju¬ 
dice to natives to pallate the offense of the jockey judge,for It was 
the favoritism to blue bloods which we protested against. 

A UsBLBSS Test or Indorance. —Capt Salvl, for a wager 
of 6,000 franca accomplished the feat of riding from Bergamo, 

In Lombardy, to Naples, a distance of shout 580 miles in ten days 
on a Sardinian mare, named Leda, the property of an Italian 
calvary officer. Leda la grey, seven years old, 14+ hands high and 
Sardinian bred, but her grandslre waa a pure Arab. From Caserta 
to Naples, the last stage of the journey, the gallant little mare 
was so seriously distressed, that on arriving within the precincts 
of l^aples, halt an hour ahead of time, she came to a halt unable to 
proceed to the cavalry barracks os per agreemenLand had to be sta¬ 
bled at the nearest hostlery where she laid down trembling all over 
and refused food and water, The next day she seemingly had 
recovered under the care and treatment bestowed on her. Not 
to record the fact alone, but to protest against such useless tests 
of endurance, which are cruel In the extreme, do we mention 
this. When no good Is to be accomplished—no benefit to the 
community—all tests of endurance of animals are outrageously 
cruel aud deserve the condemnation of all humane people. If 
men choose to subject themselves to such test.”, no one has a 
right to object, nor is there reason why we should wish to pro¬ 
tect them from the after consequences of their own folly; but 
with animals It la different since not of their volition, they 
should not be made the victims of mao’s useless torture for 
either gain or vanity^_

Egitob Chicago Field: —Now that deer ebnotlug le in order, 
buodrede of deerelayera are moving to the north woods. The 
eportamen and people generally may thank or d—n—as they like 
_Messrs. Scribner & Co. for this in part. 

Tracks of a moose were recently discovered near Rock Fails 
Huron county. It was supposed that the last of these animals 
were killed some years since—a bull moose having been killed 
back of Alpena in 1871 by an eastern trapper, and cow In 1873 
by Mr. Robt. Oraham on the Galbraith Hue in Sanilac county. 
The immense windfalls that have existed In the northeastern 
peninsula since the season of the great fires, doubtless shelter a 
few of these animals. 

Clare county boasts an extensive ursine population, greater 
than was ever before known even to the “oldest Inhabitant.” 
The moccaslned gentry put In a dally appearance, and have done 
an unusually good stroke of business in the green corn and pork 
line during the past two months. A big bunt Is now all the 
talk,—and it is feared all talk —“bog and hominy" having been 
furnished until forbearance ceases to be a virtue. 

A party of Canadians, fresh from the counter and yardstick 
are “doing” the Saublc, and the Saubleites are “doing” them. 
However, they secure considerable game, haring plenty of (silver) 
ammuultlon. Bye the bye, “the boys” tell the same story of the 
“fishing tourist” who finds hybrids—in tumblers. 

A party of gentlemen, amateur fly-fishers of 8t. Clair county, 
visited Point St. Iguace and Carp river for trout. They returned 
disgusted, declaring they “won’t do so any more,” the reg on 
being so wild that the use of flies was rendered impossible. 
Lieut. George Du9, of the 1st U. S. Infantry, and Mr. Geo. 
Crane, of .Mount Clemens, visited the Muskoka lakes in Canada 
recently witli entire satisfaction to themselves, having a good 
time generally. On their return they took In the Great Mans- 
toulln island, and new enjoyments. 

It is hardly worth while to relate their experience at the latter 
place, as your correspondent desires to cast a fly there next Sum¬ 
mer.

The .Manistee 
Sporting Club tcHik it in hand, and sent up an agent to investi¬ 
gate, and who secured evidence, and then caused the arrest of 
the scamp. Thiugs looked so squally for Maische that he 
jumped the town and also hie ball, leaving his bondsmen—birds 
of a feather so said—in the lurch to the tune of if 150. Good 
riddance I 

Duck shooting is in full blast, but yields unusually poor re¬ 
sults for this season of tlie year. Dn the let of September many 
sportsmen sought Sarnia bay; but the birds were posted as to the 
law, and at 4 A. M., of the day in question but live were to be 
seen, while the gunners numbered nearly three dozen. Your 
correspondent was not there; he only know.s this by heresayl 

Beavers, long supposed to be extinct, have r^-apiieared in 8an- 
llac county, along the line of Black creek, and are repairing an 
old long-deserted beaver dam. 

A turtle was recently captured near Niles with the date 1851 
engraved bn bis shell. Another, found near Pula-ki bore the 
following on his carapace: “H. C. Hodge and D. Hodge. 1839; 
H. A. Hodge, 1844; 11. C. Hodge, 1847; M. H. Hodge, 1857." 
The reptile was sent to M. H. Hodge, who again carved his 
name and the date, before setting It at liberty. 

The Grand Rapids and Indiana railroad, a popular road with 
sportsmen, is about to accommodate its patrons by laying a track 
to Gun Lake, a favorite haunt for gentleraen of tlie gun and rod, 
abounding in wild fowl, maskenouge, pike, bass, etc. 

One million of whltefish were recently distributed from tlie 
state hatchery; 340,000 going to Sagluaw bay, 100,000 to Gray¬ 
ling Station on the Sable, 260,000 to OaMand county to be di¬ 
vided among the small lakes near Pontiac, 100,000 to Kalama¬ 
zoo county, and 200,000 to Lake Michigan; 500,000 more are to 
be planted in the latter waters soon, near Ludlugton. 

Carp lake, Lleenaw county has been the favorite resort of 
sportsmen the past season; where pickerel, perch, and black and 
rock bass have been taken in Incrcdllde numbers. 

During the heated term In August, thousands of dead flsh 
came to the surface of the river at Nashville, Barry county, the 
people being forced to gather and bury them in order to protect 
themselves from the Intolerable stench. Pickerel, perch, bass, 
aunllsh, suckers, bull-heads and "red-horse” varying in size from 
that of the liny minnow to a twelve pound eaox alike suffered, 
nothing of the kind has ever happened before in this region, 
though like, circumstances have occurred in other parts of the 
state during July. We would suggest the propriety of the Fish 
Commissioners looking into the matter. 

Fattening ilsh for market is a new Industry of Port Bherman, 
near Muskegon. Bturgeon are caught io Lake Michigan and 
then turned into a pond constructed foi the purpose, where they 
arc fed with offal and refuse of other flsh. In December they 
will lie killed and salted down for the Eastern market. Several 
hundred monster flsh, many upwards of a hundred pounds 
weight, may be seen from the banks of the pond, disporting 
themselves in its clear waters. Canbsm and Armstrong, and 
Botsford Brothers have like enclosures on the St. Clair river at 
Port Huron and Fort Gratiot in which are kept white flsh and 
mackinac trout which are brought In tanks from Lake Superior 
and the stra ts. 

The people of Flint have had a sensation. A bear weighing 
some 500 pounds was killed within the corporate limits of the 
city. The people wonder whore he came from, and If he has any 
relatives near by. 

The Canada lynx is generally considered a cowardly brute;

While hallowing for 
help, he was attacked by a lynx, doubtless in revenge for the ac¬ 
cidental Invasion of bis lair. After a severe light In which plenty 
of blood was drawn cm one side, the chopper managed to seize 
the throat of bis adversary, and, aided by bis heavy boots, stamped 
and kicked him to death. 


Ed. Qlllmao, of Detroit, says he don’t care so much about fish¬ 
ing as formerly. Recently be left the city with a party of friends 
for Trenton, twelve miles. Arrived at their destination they trolled 
three hours without a nibble, when investigation revealed the 
fact that they had neglected to remove the corks which protected 
the barbed points of tlie hooks.

Up the “Wisconsin Central.” 

BY DR. O. L. B. RODNSEVILLE. 

Few of our Summer tourists and pleasure seekers have pene¬ 
trated the wilds of northern Wisconsin, which have only recently 
became accessible by the extension of the Central road, which 
passes through some of the most picturesque and beautiful por¬ 
tions of the northwest. Tliuse who have fortunately visited this 
section of country have been more than amply repaid, for a more 
delightful journey could not be anticipated than to spend a few 
weeks in Autumn fishing and hunting along the line of this road. 
Neenah and Menasha, at the foot of Lake Winnebago, Is the gen¬ 
eral rendezvous of all sportsmen, particularly “Doty's Island.” 
the home of the late Guv. Doty, from whom the island takes Ita 
name and upon which still stands the old log cabin which for 
over forty years and until his death was the home of Gov. Duty. 
Since then it has passed out of the possession of the family, and 
is now the property of John Roberts, late proprietor of the “Na¬ 
tional,” of Menasha, who has erected near it a beautiful, commo¬ 
dious structure, which has become the most popular Summer re¬ 
sort in this locality. The old cabin la neatly and tastily furnished 
for the reception of guests during the Summer months, many of 
whom deeply clierlsh the old home and remembrances of ita hon¬ 
ored statesman and pioneer of the northwest. 

From tliis point as we go northward the next place of particular 
Interest is Taylor’s ^akes. In Waupaca county, about four miles 
from Waupaca station. These lakes are among the must beauti¬ 
ful In Wisconsin, and unlike many the water Is very clear and 
pure; the bright pebbles In the bottom where the depth Is forty 
or fifty feet, seem as if one could secure them almost at an arm’s 
length. These beautiful lakes are nestled among the white, 
sandy bluffs so common to this latitude, and are surrounded with 
almost every variety of timber, and where the shores are low and 
broail, it looks like immense parks. These lakes have been quite 
a resort for the inhabitants of this locality. Tbc picturesque 
scenery together with the most excellent fishing renders them very 
attractive. The principal fish are black bass which are very 
plenty and of enormous size, it being not uncommon to land a six 
or seven pound catch, and to a disciple of Walton this Is fine sport. 
In the Fall of the year duck shooting Is as good as anywhere In 
the state, and from the secluded position of these waters, being 
In a long chain winding In and out among the bluffs, the advan¬ 
tages to the sportsman for shelter and easy shooting are many. 

The accommodations in this locality are confined to the hospi¬ 
tality of the farmers whose cordial welcome at once makes one 
feel at home. Moreover, they always know the nearest way to 
the “best grounds.” 

In this most delightful place we spent nearly two weeks. Re¬ 
turning again to the station we had only to place ourselves in 
the hands of the courteous employees of the Central road, who 
immediately took an ocular invoice of our equipments, and to 
our enquiry about the shipment of extra luggage and supplies, 
replied, “We will just put them In this car all safe, no expense 
attached, and we will stop and let you off or take you on where- 
ever you wish.” The only item of interest which seemed to pre¬ 
sent Itself at this station was “Waupaca county potatoes,” which, 
regarding variety and quality, th< re appeared to be no end, were 
not totally unlike the Virginia peanuts, which came from Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Our next objective point was the “Flambeaus,” the south fork 
of which is reached at Phillip’s, 113 miles north of Stevens’ 
Point. Here the river widens to a beautiful lake, called Elk 
Lake, where wc found a couple of days’ duck shooting, and enticing 
the finny tribe from their watery home. The Flambeaus and 
tributaries abound in fish and game of all kinds. A party had 
just returned from a day's hunting, complaining that the guide 
had only shown them that morning eight deer within hearing 
distance of the railroad. 

Among the lakes which are the source of tliese rivers, wild 
celery and rice grow in abundance, and here we find the much 
prized canvas back ducks In Innumerable numbers, and if one 
has an ambition to see how many he may he able to kill In one 
day be can satisfy himself as regards number. A small snow 
storm reminds us of approaching Winter, and as the following 
morning Is regular train day, we make haste to avail ourselves of 
what may be considered the last opportunity this season for the 
real royal sport trout fishing, for next to the codfish the speckled 
trout Is the most aristocratic fish that swims. So the next morn¬ 
ing we resumed our journey to the waters which flow into Lake 
Superior, White river viaduct being the point where we come 
upon the best fishing grounds. And such fishing. Have you 
ever tried to land a trout which will weigh three pounds aud a 
half with a rod that will not weigh half a pound? A great many 
fine trout have been taken from this stream this season, but the 
number does not seem to decrease nor the chances for good fish¬ 
ing prove less inviting. 

Having spent a couple of days lu this locality we retraced our 
steps homeward. Along the line we met sinall parties anxiously 
waiting the first snow fall, for with it the deer hunting season 
really begins; and judging from the reports fine sport le In antici¬ 
pation. Alter a day's ride through an almost unbroken wilder¬ 
ness save a settler’s cabin and a few small towns we arrive at 
Stevens’ Point, connecting with the evening train for Chicago. 
Here is one of the finest eating bouses in tbc West. After re¬ 
galing ourselves of a game supper that would tickle the palate of 
an epicure we were soon aboard of the train neatly enscoiised In 
a palace sleeper drcamlog of the many late occurrencea real and 
fancied, unmindful of our rapid transit until we are suddenly 
awakened by the porter from our "early morning nap,’’ time to 
get only teu minutes ride from Chicago, aud soon we are lost In 
the busy whirl of the great Western metropolis. 


Shells, Powder, Oiin.s and Shot. 

, Sidney, Ohio. 

Editor Chicaoo Field: One of your correspondents, whoso 
nom de plume I do not now remember, wishes to be Informed 
how to. clean metallic shells. 

Having shot only metal shells for years, I believe I am able to 
give hm the desired Information, and which I will do in a man- 
nerln three words, don’t clean then. I find when the shells be¬ 
come dirty (iny shells never get dirty on the outside), the wads 
stick much better. I have used shells all season and left them 
without cleaning all summer, and found them io good condition 
for the next fall. I shot one set of ehells of the Sturtevant 
patent, numbering forty-five, over four thousand times without 
cleaning, and sold them with the gun at a fair price. 1 do nut 
think the Sturtevant the most durable shell, however, for the 
steel anvil will rust when not In use, and soon break. The Ber¬ 
dan Is the best metal shell I have yet seen, but the caps nr 
primers are too high in price. 

It seems that the manufacturers of articles and Implemeots 
for use with breech loading guns think all those who use these 
guns can afford to pay about double tlie worth of all the Articles 
used with them. 'There will soon be competition, however, aud 
prices will be os they should. Two or three years since the 
primers for Berdan shells sold higher at wholesale than ii- 
caliber cartridges by the thousand. 

The prospect for shooting is very flattering here, and I think 
some big bags will be made in November. Should the weather 
permllT 1 will endeavor to get my share on the 1st over Queen 
Blanche and Lexington. 

While taking a ramble with my dogs last evening 1 heard a pecul¬ 
iar whistling noise which sounded famdiar, and on looking up I 
saw two woodcock so near me that I could very nearly have reached 
them with my cane. I have not shot one this season; and in 
fact for so long a time that, liad I not seen the birds, I may have 
bad to think a while before knowing what made the whistling. 

I see “Old Gunner” has had “another growl.” Dltlmar powder 
and Dr Carver seem to receive no blessings from him, but he gave 
the chilled shot a “rest” in his lost “growl.” There are sportsmen 
who claim to be afraid to use this shut, for fear of damaging their 
gun. There Is some danger of ruining a gun witli soft shot and 
black powder, and I would advise these over-cautious men to 
leave the gun in its case. "Old Gunner” intimates that be is 
afraid to use the Dittmar, hy saying he declines to “further ex¬ 
periment with the uncertain and dangerous, etc., compound.” 
Doubtless some were afraid to exiicriment with the percussion 
gun, for fear a piece of cap might cause them to lose an eye; 
and recently, in your journal, an able correspondeut has dene 
all he could to make your readers afraid of snap-action breech 
loaders. He has shown his sensitive nature by refusing to write 
more for a journal merely because a few of its readers and cor¬ 
respondents differed with him, and Insinuated that he was iu- 
terested In a gun, not snap-action, etc. I deem It no slu to he 
sensitive, and a man is all the truer and better sportsman by so 
being, probably, but the mass of shooters are not so, and arc uot 
afraid to use Dittmar powder, chilled shut, and snap action guns. 

Well, you did finally pull the reins on those “native and blue” 
men. I can assure you that few will be the enemies you make 
thereby, and, oh I what a rest for us, poor readers.

The Urniid Doko Nicholas of Riusla’a Breeding' Stock. 

The recent ezhtbitiOD at Paris <»f several stallions and trotters from 
tbe stables of the Grand Duko Ntcholu« of Russia lends considerable 
Interest to tbe following descripilou of his breeding stud at Tebesmen- 
ka. The Journal dt i$i. PtUrebourg says that Tcbeemenka, wblcb 
takes Ita name from Count Orloff-Tcbesmeuky, tbu original breeder of 
tbe famous Orloff trotters, is situated iu the valley of the Don, ubont 
fifty miles from the town of Voronege, in tbe center of the Steppee. 
The stables stand upon a somewhat elevated plateau aod are 
bnilt In the form or a square about 1,000 feet loog, the prin¬ 
cipal faqsde being to tbe east. The walls are very thick, and there 
Is a large courtyard in the center. Oue side of tbe square la used as a 
riding school, aod tbe other three for horse-boxes. One building la 
reserved for thoroughbreds and sulll«ns,aod a second for young stock 
Id process of breaking, while the third stable, fitted up very rou^ly, is 
for horsee at grass. Tbe granaries aud hay-lofie are upon the upper 
story. Not far off from the stables are three other buildings, about 
150 feet long by sixty feet broad, for the houtlogof the inacbldery used 
on the farm, tbesurplue oats, etc. There are five wells for tbe supply 
of driokiog water, and there Is an abiiodsut supply of rain water iu two 
reservoirs, and which is easily got at lo cose of fire. The stables bave 
been erected at a distance of six miles from tbe nearest forest, so that 
the horses may not be troubled with insect#. The service of the stables 
la performed by cavalry siddiers; but tb^ are lo the pay. not of the 
state, but of tbe Graud Duke himself. They break In all tbe young 
borsee. coder the superluteudcnce of several non-commissioned offi¬ 
cers, over whom again there la a captain in supreme coininaod. The 
rldtog-school is only used for breaking tbe most valuable burses, and 
tbe remainder are exercised upon two race-courses which bave been 
specially laid out. oue for horses loteoded for army purposes, tbe other 
for trotters. When the Grand Duke comes lo stay at TcbeBmenka, tbe 
horses are exorcised lu three detachmeota—the army horses Id the 
raorulug, tbe thoroughbreds Id ths afterooou. aud tbe trotters In tbe 
evening. The men employed at'rcbeemenkaare very well lodged and 
highly paid. Thesuu la very scorching tnere iu tbe summer mouths, 
bni trees—the oak. thesycamore, toe maple, Ibe pUue, more especially 
—grow well, and tbers is an abuudaoce of fruit aud vegetables. 

Tbe Grand Duke Nicholas has always had a strong predileollon for 
the Arab blood, and wheu In I85i be paid a visit to bis broibcr-ln-law 
tbe Klog of Wartemburg be was very much struck by eunie Syrian 
horses wblcb tbe king’s equerries bad Just brought back with them 
from tbe Mediierraneau coast. His opluiou was that by across between 
tbe English thoroughbred aud the pure Arab an iucrease of size aod 
strengtn would be obiaiued. and to this end he formed a small stud 
which did not number any more than forty or fifty mares until his 
brother, tbe present Czar, made over to him, lu t8.')7. the Tebesmeoka 
stud wblcb tbe Government had acquired in 1846 f om the Countess 
Orloff. He tbeu Increased bis stud very rapidly: and there cau be oo 
doQtit that be bus done much toward improving tbe breed of horses to 
Russia.
